THE PREMIER IS KILLED 


Residents of Lima Are Panic- 
Stricken; Business Houses 
Are Closed. 


— 


LIMA, Peru, Feb. The President of 
the Republic of Peru, Guillermo Bil- 
linghurst, was taken prisoner today by 
military rev, lutionists. 

The rebels suddenly attacked the 
presidential palace at 4:30 this morning 
under the leadership of Col. Benavides. 

Gen. Enrique Varela, Premier and 
Minister of War, was killed in the sharp 
fight which ensued. 

Dr. Augusto Durand, a former revo- 
lutionary leader, whose arrest was 
sought by the police yesterday, took 
possession of the palace. It is gen- 
erally believed that he will at once or- 
ganize a new government. 

President Billinghurst was taken as a 
prisoner to Callao, from which port he 
will be sent into exile. 

Thousands of the inhabitants of Lima 
dashed into the streets, alarmed by the 
firing. Squads of soldiers were ordered 
to fire volleys into the air in order to 
prevent the formation of crowds in the 
streets and by this method they kept the 
panic-stricken people moving from place 
to place. 

In the vicinity of San Pedro Church, a 
civilian bystander was killed by a bul- 
let. ‘ 

Great alarm prevails throughout the 
city. Banks and stores were closed to- 
day and private houses barricaded. The 
street cars, however, began running be- 
fore noon. 

Economy Order Cause ef Revolt. 

Peru’s revolutionary trouble is due 
principally to President Billinghurst's 
earnest efforts to place the finances of 
hie country. on a sound basis, His 
scheme for doing this involved the strict- 
est economies throughout the public 
service and naturally proved unpopular, 
particularly among office holders who 
gaw their salaries and estimates pruned 
with a merciless hand. 

At the end of last year, Congress re- 
fused to vote the budget and President 
Rillinghurst issued -a decree declaring 
that the old estimates would remain in 
force till the end of 1914. 

Petitions from many of the provinces 
were presented to the President asking 
for the dissolution of the Congress but 
all the political parties opposed this step 


Jas unconstitutional. 


President Billinghurst is the son of an 
Englishman, but was born in Peru. His 
mother was a Peruvian. He is about 
55 years old. In 1868 his father was 
drowned in a tidal wave. Young Bil- 
7 Peruvian 
schools and was a brilliant scholar. He 
wrote several books in his early man- 
hood. He took an active part in the 
war between Peru and Chile and later 
became Mayor of Lima, the capital. He 
became President in September, 1912. 
Dr. Durand in Several Revolts. 

Dr. Augusto Durand, who today took 
possession of the palace, has led several 
revolutions in Peru. He fought against 
President Pardo in 190 and against Pres- 
ident Leguia in 1908. | After his followers 
had been defeated and had surrendered 
ta the Government troops in the latter 
year, Dr. Durand escaped to Chile, but 
he returned to Peru some time later and 
continued conspiring against the Gov- 
ernment. 

Dr. Durand was generally supposed to 
be the leader of the agitation against 
President Billinghurst.

After it had been notified of the Presi- 
dent’s action, the Treasury Departmert 
sent out notices to its agents at the fol- 
lowing places to allow all shipments of 
arms consigned to Mexico to pass 
through unmolested: Laredo, Browns- 
ville, Corpus Christi, Eagle Pass, Bo- 
quillas, Presidio, Del Rio and El Paso, 
Tex.; Columbus, N. M.; Nogales, Doug- 
las and Naco, Aris: Tia Juana, San 
Diego and Calexico, Cal.

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RCH ASSAILS 
DR. AKED'S VIEWS

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 4.—Charged 
with unorthodox utterances concerning 
the birth of Christ, the Rev. Charles 5 
Aked, a clergyman of international re- 
nown, formerly pastor of the Fifth Av- 
enue Baptist Church of New York, or 
which John D. Rockefeller is a member, 
has been asked by the Presbyterian 
Ministers’ Association of the San Fran- 
cisco Bay cities to resign as president 
of the Church Federation of San Fran- 
cisco. His alleged unorthodox utter- 
ances were delivered from the pulpit of 
the First Congregational Church here 
last Sunday. 

When the Rev. Mr. Aked takes the 
chair, Feb. 13, as president of the 
Church Federation and ex-officio as 
chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the federation, he will be called to 
rule on the request of the ministers. 

Dr. Aked said he did not adhere to and 
would not support the doctrine of the 
miraculous conception and birth of 
Christ. 

“My conclusion upon this question,” 
he announced, is that the faith of 
Mark and John and James and Paul is 
good enough for me. It is good enough 
for any Christian. These nien say noth- 
ing about Jesus having come into the 
world in a miraculous way. I prefer to 
stand with them. i

| “Mr. Rockefeller is not a resident of 
this tounty,” said Attorney Virgil P. 
Kline. “He is a resident of New York. 
He was detained here by sickness in 
his family this winter, but does this 
make him a resident of this city? 1 
guess not.“ 

The Tax Commissioners say that in 
as much as Rockefeller remained in 
this county several months he is a resi- 
dent of the county under the new 
Warnes law, which defines as a legal 
resident of any county “a person who 
has lived in that county the greater 
part of a year preceding the first Mon 
day in February.” 

The next move in the fight will be in 
the nature of an appeal to the courts 
by Rockefeller’s counsel asking for an 
injunction against the Tax Commission- 
ers. 


“We discovered that the returns on 
personal property have been showing 
marked decreases .since 1880. Credits 
listed for taxation in 1880 were $99,000,000 
in 1910, $69,000,000. Stocks and bonds in 
1890 were $13,000,000; in 1910, 310,000,000, 
said Gov. J. M. Cox at Columbus today. 
“A change was made in the listing of 
public utilities and the power was 
transferred from the County Auditors 
to the State Tax Commission, with the 
result that, while the total valuation on 
public utilities in 1910 was $226,000,000, it

Health Commissioner Orders In- 
spection of All Wholesale 
Produce Markets. 


Health Commissioner Starkloff 
Wednesday gave orders for a thorough 
inspection of St. Louis produce mar- 
kets. He announced he would ignore 
the screening bill passed by the City 
Council Tuesday night over the Mayor’s 
veto, that he would invoke the drastic 
State law, if any violations shall be 
found. 

The State law is comprehensive, and 
provides not only for the screening of 
food products, both by wholesalers, who 
are exempted by the new ordinance, and 
retailers, but also provides that all food 
products, which must be pared, peeled 
er cooked for consumption, must be in 
containers, the bottoms of which are 18 
incbes above the sidewalk. 

me only must the products be 
screened, under the State law, but the 
windows and doors of the marketing 
building must be screened. 

“We interpreted the old law, which the 
wholesalers have seen fit to change, 
with all the reasonableness and leeway 
possible,” Dr. Starkloff told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. Now we will op- 
erate under the drastic State law, They 
have simply elected to go into another 
court. As we find violations we will 
seek prosecutions in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction. 

Causes Spread of Disease. 

These food products should be 
screened all the way to the consumer. 
As the condition is now, it is like pol- 
luting.a stfeam at its source and then 
patrolling it to prevent inspection. 

“Scientists have proved that infantile 
paralysis comes from the limberneck 
chicken, and that it is spread by flies. 
The chicken coops used by the dealers 
along produce row, as they become used 
again and again, are bound to become 
infected. Are they to be permitted next 
to a lot of unscreened food? 

“The wholesalers used as Their argu- 
ment before the Mayor that they pro- 
vided food for 800,000 persons. 
just the argument why the food should 
be screened. 

“I repeat we have interpreted the old 
law with a great deal of leeway. We 
now will ignore the old law and invoke 
the State law. It is very drastic in its 
screening features.“ 

As the old law was interpreted during 
the summer months, Dr. Starkloff said, 
the wholesalers were not compelled to 
screen their fruit products during the 
early hours of the day. 

Council Overrides veto. 

The screening bill, requiring retail 
fruit and produce venders, but not 
wholesalers, to screen their wares, is 
now a city ordinance, having been 
passed over Mayor Kiel’s veto by the 
Council by vote of 10 to 3. The House 
previously passed it over the veto by a 
vote of 20 to 6 last Friday night. Dele- 
gate Gallagher and M. J. Whalen, a 
produce merchant, were active in urg- 
ing the passage of the measure. 

The measure was opposed by Mrs. E. 
T. Senseney of 322 North Newstead ave- 
nue, chairman of the Food Committee 
of the Consumers’ League, who ap- 
peared against the measure at public 
hearings. 

Those Councilmen who voted to over. 
ride the Mayor's veto and enact the 
bill exempting the wholesalers were 
Arendes, Ebeling, Haller, Herrmann, 
Hines, Meehan, Paule, Protzmann, Row- 
er and President Lazarus. The votes 
to uphold the veto were those of Coun- 
cilmen Fletcher, Randall and Koenig. 

Delegates who voted to override the 
Mayor's veto were Scholl, Moog, Gal- 
lagher, Gazzolo, Meisner, Deffaa, Ford, 
Francis, Singer, Heisel, Owen, McCarthy, 
butler, Monahan, Hall, Scully, Hoffner, 
Groeschel, Whalen and Stuart.

HE Apollo Club distinguished it- 
self at the Odeon on Tuesday 
evening by the best singing it has 

ever done, greatly pleasing a large and 
fashionable audience and adding notably 


Ito the laurels which it has won during 


the 20 years of its existence. 

Excellent voice qualities, skillful 
shading, a fine certainty of attack and 
a big and truthful tonal volume in en- 
semble, were the memorable character- 
istics of its work. Director Charles Gal- 
loway seems now to have brought the 


jclub to a point where it may challenge 


comparison with the worthiest organisa- 
tions of {ts kind in this country, and 
its response to his leadership is sv 
sure and competent as to give promise 
of even higher achievement in the fu- 
ture. 

The club numbers ineluded Mosen- 
thal’s breezily swinging “Sailor's Song,” 
William Y. Webbe’s whimsically humor- 
ous “I Intended an Ode,“ the quaint 
and old-fashioned Sing Heigh-Ho!” of 
Victor Harris’ composing, also his tune- 
ful and poetic To Diane,” and Harry 
Rowe Shelley’s exquisite ‘‘Dreaming.”’

ELIGIBLE WOMEN 
QUALIFY 10 VOT 


153,807 Out of 450,000 Are 
Registered for Election Feb. 
24; Suffragists Jubilant. 


By Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 4.—Complete unofficial 
returns today show that 153,807 Chicago 
women registered yesterday and qualified 
as voters under the new Illinois suf- 
frage law. Their first opportunity to 
exercise their franchise will be on Feb. 
“4 at the aldermanic primaries. 

Women suffrage leaders are elated. 
They estimated that fully one-third of 
the eligible women voters of the city 
had registered. Their figures show that 
approximately 450,000 women in Chicago 
are eligible to vote. This number equals 
the total registration of the men. 

Approximately 580,000 men and ‘women 
are now qualified to vote at the next 
city election, actording to estimates by 
election officials. This is nearly 83,000 
less than the total number of registered 
voters in New York City. Predictions 
were made by women leaders, however, 
that 100,000 additional women will qualify 
on the next registration day, March 17. 

Total Registration Now 676,404. 

The total number of men who regis- 
tered yesterday was 85,161. Adding this 
number to the former registry total of 
431,346, Chicago’s unrevised registration 
now is 676,404. Officials estimate that 
about 85,000 names of men voters will

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STATE FOOD PROTECTION LAW. 
The Council has followed the lead of the House 
in overriding the Mayor’s veto of the commission 
houses’ typhoid fly protection amendment to the 
food screening law. The disease-bearing insect 
for the time triumphs over the interests of the 
food consumer. 
A law was enacted by the General Assembly and 
approved March 30, 1911, providing, among other 
things, that “the sidewalk display of food products 
is prohibited unless such products are inclosed in 
a show case or similar device, which will pro- 
tect the same from flies, dust or other contamina- 
tion.” Food products that necessarily have to be 
peeled, pared or cooked before they are fit for 
consumption were exempted. And the law further 
provided that in sidewalk displays of food products 
“the bottom of the container be at least 18 inches 
above the surface of the sidewalk.” 
This law applies to St. Louis as well as all 
other parts of the State. It applies equally to 
wholesalers and retailers, the caption of the act 
containing the descriptive words: “Mantfactories 
or other places where food is prepared, manufac- 
tured, packed, stored, sold or distributed.” 
What do the State authorities propose to 
do? What do the city authorities, who are 
sworn to enforce the State law, propose to do? 
Are the people to have no protection from contam- 
inated food when the State law specifically grants 
them such protection? Shall an organized band 
of lawbreakers be permitted to override State and 
city governments while the officials obligingly re- 
frain from action? 
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GET THE CITY PLANNING EXHIBIT. 
The St. Louis City Plan Commission has been 
in existence since July, 1911, and has made a 
number of valuable suggestions. But what is 
needed is to convince the taxpayers and property 
owners that the suggested improvements in the 
way of fine river front, a system ‘of connecting 
boulevards and plazas, downtown parks, play- 
grounds, swimming pools, etc., are needed to place 
St. Louis in the ranks with cities that have been 
converted to this view. 

The City Planning Exhibit that has been such 
a success in New York, is offered to St. Louis at 
a reasonable cost for a given period. It shows, by 
numerous charts, maps, photographs, models, etc., 

what other cities, in Europe and America, have 
done afd are doing in the planning of streets, 
parks, playgrounds, waterways, transportation fa- 
cilities, civic centers, public buildings, N r of 
the people, etc. 

The Public Library authorities have a the 
use of a hall in the Central Library building free, 
for the display. It will cost from $750 for five 
days to $1200 for a two-weeks exhibit.’ 

Seeing is believing. The exhibit is highly at- 
tractive as well as educational. We should by all 
means bring this exhibit to St. Louis, for a week 
at least, so that all the people may know what a 
“City Beautiful” will mean for this community.

However, for 
the woman to whom the short chain is 
not becoming—and indeed there are 
many whose lines of the face forbid it— 
the long chain of tortoise shell shown 
at the right will achieve individuality 
worn with any gown. It is distinctly 
new and haply suitable for the severe 
styles of the moment. 

Costuming should begin with the head. 
How recklessly women wear combs and 
hair ornaments! Shell combs that are 
visible destroy the artistic curve of the 
head and contort the shape of the coif- 
fure however carefully it may be ar- 
ranged. In fact, they are of little use, 
decoratively or otherwise, and yet these 
women fill up the spacés of their coif- 
fures with them as if they were good 
to look at. One visible comb is usually 
all a coiffure can stand, and the proper 
placing of it is worth studying before 
the mirror. 

In the frame at the left I have shown

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which makes the hair to 
puff on the top. Rather an exception to 
the rule of one comb is the spreading 
comb or pin on the top of the head, 
which serves to hold the spray of feath- 
ers which form a charming headdress. 

In the frame at the right is shown 
an artistic placing of a pair of tor- 
toise shell pins in the coils of the high 
hairdressing, which is suitable for day 
as well as evening wear. And here I’ 
might mention the cap for strictly even- 
ing wear which I have shown on the 
large center figure. 

Caps have become very popular with 
the low hairdressing, and this one, in- 
stead of covering the top of the head to 
reveal the hair at the back or sides, cov- 
ers the whole of the lower part of the 
head, to reveal the massed coils of hair 
on top. A string of jewels, which might 
be a chin strap réversed, connects the 
cap at each side, strapping the top of 
the head. In the front from a large ca- 
bochon two sprays of paradise tower 
gracefully up and back.
